PIRATES WRECKING COMPANIES. 

One of the recent developments in the under- 
writing field is the attempt on part of certain 
financial brokers to purchase the controlling 
interest of a company’s capital stock, not with 
any purpose of investment in view, but solely 
with the motive of wrecking it for profit. Raids 
on successful Eastern institutions have been 
made, some of them proving successful. Others, 
the Hanover Fire Insurance Company, for ex- 
ample, warded off the entering falchion, but 
even at that, its business was harmed. Agents 
became apprehensive at the agitation, and 
questioned the advisability of giving the com- 
pany any more business, fearing it was on the 
verge of being wrecked. There are no institu- 
tions so susceptible to these waves of agitation 
and discussion as banks and insurance compa- 
nies. They are akin to a sensitive plant that 
recoils when a blasting touch draws near. The 
process of dismantling companies for gain be- 
gan in the East, and it is permeating the West 
until no company can be said to be absolutely 
secure from the inroads of these pillagers. A 
very good example before the public to day is 
the Rockford. Here isa staunch Illinois com- 
pany, having an excellent agency plant estab- 
lished, paying good dividends, and having 
made a profit on underwriting for years. It was 
gradually extending its operations and making 
arecord that reflected credit upon its manage- 
ment. In the midst of its prosperity and ad- 
vancing career, 80 per cent of its stock was 
purchased at a price far exceeding that for 
which any previous block had been sold. 
Whether or not the capitalists behind this 
movement intend to wreck the company, the 
action was enough to excite grave suspicion in 
all observing minds, and it has had a deleterious 
effect on the company’s business. The discus- 
sion arising from the sale of stock, both by 
word of mouth and in print, was soon taken 
advantage of by other companies, and this alone 
embarrassed the management. It is known 
that plans were formulated but a few days ago 
to move upon a Milwaukee company that has 
always been a sterling corporation. “This pro- 
curing of large blocks of stock at a very ad- 
vanced figure is to be deprecated and should 
be frowned upon by local agents and all, in 
fact, who have the welfare and stability of in- 
surance companies at heart. It is stated that 
Joseph E. Callender, recenty of Peoria, Ill., but 
now of Chicago, who engineered the Rockford 
deal, will devote part of his time to making 
Similar transactions in the future. There is 
nothing illegal nor dishonest in such practices, 
but it is a development in financial speculation 


| that threatens the permanency of corporations. 
Naturally enough, the retirement of an aggres- 
sive non-union company like the Rockford 
would be hailed with delight by many union 
companies, and yet by encouraging such senti- 
ment, they are undermining their own founda- 
tions. 


THREE BILLION DOLLAR COMPANIES. 

The three big life companies have all reached 
the billion dollar mark of insurance in force, 
and it is not yet determined which did so first. 
The New York Life made the discovery first or 
at least made the first general announcement, 
but it is quite probable that either the Equita- 
ble or Mutual or both preceded it, though they 
were not the first to announce it. At any rate 
all three have now passed the mark. 


MARTIN.—The insurance supply department 
of the Globe Company of Cincinnati is meeting 
with much success under the able and experi- 
enced management of Louis H. Martin. Mr. 
Martin has made the insurance supply business 
a study, and has all the details mastered. He 
has probably originated more valuable devices 
in the supply line for the use of local agents 
than any other man in the country. As a con- 
sequence his supplies are always of the latest 
model and tastily gotten up. Besides being 
manager of the insurance department of the 
Globe Company, Mr. Martin is a connoisseur of 
the fine arts, especially of music. He con- 
stantly worships at the shrine of Euterpe, and 
Lieutenant Martin, aside from his many graces 
of heart, is devoted to representatives of the 
feminine gender, in fact this is a particular ac- 
complishment in which all his friends take 
pride. 

HART.—There was wild excitement on Nassau street 
Walnut Hills, Cincinnati, on June Ist. This was due to 
the arrival of the celestial train bearing H. Beverly 
Hart, Jr. Mr. Hart, Jr., arrived in time for breakfast 
and to greet his father before that gentleman took the 
train for Squedunk to collect last month’s balance from 
the agent of the British America and Western. On the 
way down to the train Mr. Hart, Sr., stopped in the 
telegraph office long enough to send a circular telegram 
to his agents and friends, reading Isaiah—IX-tj,”’ 
We believe that THE WESTERN UNDERWRITER sub 
scribers are as a whole made up of scholarly, God-featr 
ing, bible-reading gentlemen, and we trust it is entirely 
superfluous for us to state that “Isaiah, IX~i,”’ reads 

Unto us a child is born 
Unto us a son is given.’ 


DEAN.—It has always been a very momentous ques 
tion in all departments of human activity to state with 
absolute accuracy when an “emergency’’ may be said to 
exist. Many “emergency” specialists have puzzled over 
the problem in its manifold phases, expending much 
cerebric tissue in endeavoring to formulate a correct 
“emergency” schedule, so that by observing the dog 
star or flight of rink-a-poos along the Miami river, one 
could forecast exactly the time an “emergency” would 
appear. Soeminent an authority as President Clarence 
S. Pellet, of the Chicago Board, when many amateurs 
were clamoring for a special session of the board at the 
time of the street railroad imbroglio, stating an ‘‘emer- 
gency” existed, without hesitation, issued an official 
ukase, declaring that the conditions were not such as to 
warrant an “emergency” clause. Now comes Alfretto 
Francisco Dean, the distinguished editorissimo-in-chief 
of the Or7flamme, incidentally assistant manager of the 
Springfield western department, and also vice second 
sub-acting deputy second assistant of the Union Amal- 
gamated Association of Raters. Mr. Dean with the 
scent of Socrates and Plato clinging to his habiliments 
makes bold to announce that no “emergency” at pres- 
ent can be discovered in the fire underwriting firma- 
ment. It will be remembered how often the racy, rol 
licking, and vet classical O ‘famme beguiled dull care 
away in days of yore; how it brought light to the mis- 
guided and rest to the weary. Then like an over 
whelming pall, followed the sad tidings that the 
sprightly sheet, with its dashing illustrations and clever 
satire, would discontinue. There was general lamenta 
tion, even among the managers who want a journal 
published by the companies. A veritable ‘‘emergency”’ 
arose, when it seemed as if rates would go to smash and 
the Union was in dire peril. True to his journalistic in 
stinct, Colonel Dean issued a special number of the 
Orifamme. Since then, the light has dimmed and its 
cheery note has not been heard. Our correspondent in 
Chicago, however, apprises us that when Arkansas and 
Texas came to the fore, Editor Dean consulted an ora 
cle who advised him that the “emergency’’ demanded a 
touch of the Orifamme’s quill. The ink pots were res 
urrected, the type began to rattle, Editor Dean assumed 
a studied expression and dashed off a few paragraphs 
of Grecian philosophy applied to Jeff Davis of Arkansas 
fame, and then like a lily before a sudden storm, the 
“emergency” was blasted and the Or/flamme's voice 
was hushed. It is told upon reliable authority that 
Editor Dean, in token of the services rendered to trade 
journalism by Editor E. B. Hatch of the Au/letin, has 
turned over his copy to the last-named gentleman, and 
it will appear under the heading ‘‘Balance of Page Ad- 

| visory.” 
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SEEN FROM CHICAGO. 


ST. PAUL AN OPEN VOLCANO 

St. Paul agents are at last supposed to be in 
line. Their co-oporation was not secured until 
several meetings had been held with a visiting 
committee of Chicago managers, headed by 
Judge Cary of the German American. It took 
all of Mr. Cary’s tact and W. H. Cunningham’s 
wit to prevent open hostilities. Assurances 
were finally extended to outside agents that if 
they would again rally to the support of the 
local board, the committee would guarantee 
that the Strickland-Doolittle and Clark & Flet- 
cher agencies would be brought into line. Both 
these firms had been, fined, and refusirg to pay, 
gone out of the board. W. G. Strickland of the 
former firm was not in St. Paul during the 
commiittee’s visit and Mr. Doolittle would do 
nothing without his confrere. Clark & Fletcher 
would promise nothing with the Strickland- 
Doolittle agency out. This was the situation 
when the managers’ committee left St. Paul. 
Immediately upon the return of the members 
to Chicago, a special meeting of the governing 
committee was called and representatives of the 
companies in the Strickland-Doolittle office 
were invited to be present. The meeting was 
held Monday afternoon. Fred S. James of the 
National of Hartford, Fred W. Lotz of the 
Westchester, Wiley J. Littlejohn of the North 
sritish and Mercantile, and J. J. McDonald of 
the Connecticut Fire, were present, The Scottish 
Union, Lion, Manchester, Phoenix of London 
and Caledonian not being reprepresented. The 
Girard, a non-union company, is also in the 
agency. Messrs. Littlejohn and James demurred 
to ordering the agents into line and asked for 
time ‘‘to investigate.’ This was considered 
almost an insult to the committee that had so 
carefully investigated the conditions and a hot 
discussion ensued in which resignations from 
the Union were threatened. The four managers 
finally joined in a wire to the Strickland-Doo- 
little Company advising the agency to pay its 
fine and join the board, or rates would be 
declared off in the city without delay. This 
was given as an ultimatum. Manager Howard 
P. Gray of the Hanover agreed that Clark & 
Fletcher should join the board or the Hanover 
would withdraw from the office. Other com- 
panies in the agency are Milwaukee Mechanics, 
Citizens of St. Louis and Milwaukee Fire. 
Even with this apparant victory, but few of the 
managers in Chicago believe the St. Paul ques- 
tion has been settled for good. They see only 
a temporary remedy and say the St. Paul agents 
who so publicly stated that the Union could not 
handle its own members, were about right. 

THE KANSAS CITY ORGANIZATION. 

Managers are taking much interest in the 
organization of the Kansas City Real Estate and 
Underwriters Agency, organized with a capital 
of $50,030 for the purpose of prosecuting a local 
agency business in Kansas City and incidentally 
to protect the agents from the operation of the 
anti-trust law of Missouri passed by the recent 
session of the legislature and approved by the 
governor notwithstanding the strong protests of 
many of the leading business and insurance 
men of the state. The plan is for local agency 
firms to take stock in the new agency, sinking 
their identity as agents and acting wholly in 
brokerage capacities. By this plan they save 
an immense sum per annum in clerk hire and 
other expenses. The agency holds the com- 
missions from the companies and in all respects 
acts as recording representatives. The Home 
of New York has declared that it will not bea 
party to the organization claiming it is for the 
































purpose of evading the law. President Walter 
J. Bales of the Kansas City Real Estate and Un- 
derwriters Agency says it has been organized to 
meet the requirements of the law, One of the 
important points to be made in the conduct of 
the business, comes in the single agency feature.

The stock of the Security is closely held, 
and it is quite probable that all of the increase 
will be taken by present holders, notwithstand- 
ing the demand for some of the good ‘‘stuff’’ by 
outside financial men. Three dollars premium 
is now being bid for stock rights. 


MILLIONAIRE JAMES A. MACDONALD. 


It is not often that fire insurance men are ° 


quoted publicly as millionaires, and the an- 
nouncement, therefore, in the Chicago Sunday 
papers, that the worthy James A. Macdonald, 
president of the Queen Insurance Company, has 
reached that point in the world’s wealth, has 
proved of great interest. The announcement 
comes in the shape of an advertisement of the 
Mexican Planters’ Association, the officers of 
which give their patrons a bond of $200,000 for 
the faithful performance of granting life in- 
comes, varying from $25 to $500 per month. 
Here is the interesting feature of the announce- 
ment: ‘The bond is signed by the directors of 
the association as principals, and the sureties 
are Charles W. Clark, of Butte, Mont., and Jas. 
A. Macdonald, of New York City, both justify- 
ing in the sum of $200,000 each, or a total of 
$400,000. Both Mr. Clark and Mr. Macdonald 
are millionaires. Mr. Clark is a very prominent 
mine-owner and capitalist of Montana, and Mr. 
Macdonald is president of the Queen Insurance 
Company and vice-president of the United Verde 
Copper Company.” 
COMMISSIONER GILJOHANN'S BOOK. 

Commissioner Emil Giljohann, of Wisconsin, 
has issued a little volume containing the laws 
enacted by the recent legislative assembly of 
the state in handy reference form. His prede- 
cessor, William A. Fricke, began the work 
which Mr. Giljohann is so ably carrying out. 
In addition to official reports of the Jaws of the 
state, the volume contains a digest of supreme 
court decisions of the state from September 1, 
1897, to May 13, 1899. Among other interest- 
ing laws quoted is the resident agency act, 
which first required reinsurance policies to be 
signed by local agents. Although slightly am- 
biguous on this point the attorney general held 
that such policies must be signed in the state, 
and asked Commissioner Giljohann if the law 
was necessary. The commissioner answered in 
the negative, and an amendment was at once 
introduced in the legislature, passed by both 
houses and signed by the governor. The Orton 
bill was another measure attracting wide atten- 
tion. It provided for increased taxes upon the 
life companies of the state, so bore heavily upon 
the Northwestern Mutual Life, of Milwaukee. 
Last Saturday the Northwestern paid its taxes 
under the provisions of the new law. The 
amount is $152,739.21. Under the old law the 
tax was $33,658.20, for which allowance was 
made, as the company had already paid.

TOURISTS’ AND DRUMMERS’ FLOATERS. 

Insurance men claim that no little annoyance 
is being caused by the resident agency laws of 
the various states, which have been held to in- 
terfere with the operation of tourists’ and drum- 
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mers’ floaters. Several state officials hold that 
the policies are a violation unless countersigned 
by a resident agent, and because of these rul- 
ings both the floaters, which are really only a 
convenience to the traveling public, sometimes 
require being countersigned five or six times,

Some days ago 
a plain, well-behaved schooner from Muskegon, 
that was quietly minding its own business at 
the Thirty-Eighth Street docks, was assaulted 
by this Bridgeport tough of a river, and its 
fenders and paint burned off before it could be 
rescued by a fire tug. When the canal is com- 
pleted next fall, this frisky stream will be turned 
loose and allowed to wander down into the 
congenial atmosphere of Missouri and Arkansas, 
where it will doubtless be welcomed by many 
people who, at present, seem ambitious to set a 
river on fire. 


Ww. F. BRAUN’S NEW CONNECTION. 

W. F. Braun, Cook County special agent of 
the London Assurance Corporation in charge of 
the Chicago offices, has resigned to take the 
special agency of the Milwaukee Mechanics 
Insurance Company for Northern Illinois. His 
successor in the local field has not yet been 
named. Mr. Braun has been in charge of this 
work for the London Assurance for the last ten 
years and has ably conducted the office. 


GOSSIP ABOUT THE ROCKFORD. 

Considerable speculation is still rife concern- 
ing the Rockford. Whether or not the recent 
purchasers intend to reinsure, seems the mooted 
question. This much is known. Certain Chi- 
cago managers were requested to figure on the 
business, and it is stated that Capt. M. L. C. 
Funkhouser of Chicago went east on a Rock- 
ford mission, the rumor being he was to offer its 
business for reinsurance. Recently the company 
has greatly liberalized its underwriting policy 


until it really has no_ prohibited list. 
Then its Siamese twin, the Security, has 
increased its capital, which means it will 


extend its operations and if the Rockford does 
reinsure, it will be in a good position to make a 
drive for Rockford business, as in many in- 
stances both companies are in the same agency, 
this being especially true in the general agency 
field that Secretary Sheldon has for the Secur- 
ity. Reports were circulating that the pur- 
chasers have a standing offer of 60 per cent for 
the Rockford business, that 65 per cent was 
conditionally offered but that 67's per cent was 
demanded. The mystery surrounding the move 
added to the reports, and the purchase of stock 
at 320, when the highest block ever sold went 
for 210, was ¢ nough to excite suspicion. Secre- 
tary Sheldon of the Rockford sends the follow- 
ing letter to his agents: 


ROCKFORD, ILL., May 27, 1819.—7o Rockford Agents 
One penalty of success is to excite the envy and ill-will 
of narrow-minded competitors. This has been exempli 
fied in the gossip over the recent changes in the owner 
ship of our stock The successful record of the 
*Rockford,”’ and its prominent position with respect to 
the fire insurance business of the West, readily ac 
counts for the attempt in certain quarters to injure the 
company. A less prominent or successful company 
would have been unnoticed 

Thus *‘ Every rose has its thorn.’ In contradiction to 
the statements which appeared in yesterday's papers 
the Chicago Times-Herald and Inter Ocean this morn- 
ing publish the following articles 

The statement relative to prospective reinsurance of 
the Rockford Insurance Company appear, on further 
investigation, to be mere street rumors, growing out of 
the inevitable gossip over the official changes in so 
prominent a company. Satisfactory assurances are re- 
ceived that it is the intention to push the business of the 
company even more vigorously than heretofore along 
lines in which it has been so signally successful Re- 
liable information is that the gains in business thus far 
in May promises to make this month the largest in the 
history of the cx ym pany.—7imes-Hera/ld 

There seems to be considerable difference of opinion 
as to the reported proposition to reinsure the Rockford.

THE REALLY TRULY ABOUT IT. 

A representative of THE WESTERN UNDER- 
WRITER recently had a talk with a man who 
is close to C. B. Squire of the Manhattan Fire, 
and he makes the following statement: ‘‘The 
Manhattan is absolutely under the management 
of C. B. Squire. President Myers is not an in- 
surance man and he knows it. He will look 
after the finances of the company and ne guar- 
antees that it will be a go. He has $100,000 
that he can lay his hands on either to put into 
the Manhattan or to organize the Cleveland Fire 
Insurance Company. He will do nothing about 
this until the company has made its July report, 
as required by one or two states. As the Man- 
hattan is writing term business, which cuts its 
surplus badly, it may be necessary to have some 
of this money to put into the surplus to keep it 
up to a desirable point. The company expects 
to have $150,000 surplus in July. 

‘The Manhattan, however, has another finan- 
cial backer that beats even Myers. That is the 
Standard Oil Company. And this comes about 
through the famous telephone talk between 
Squire and Attorney General Monnett. As is 

















well known these two gentlemen used to be 
great friends. One night a promoter in Cleve- 
land approached Mr. Squire and asked him if 
$500,000 would buy Monnett. Squire told him 
that he did not believe Monnett could be bought 
for three times that amount. Asa friend, he 
advised Monnett that he was likely to be ap- 
proached. This is Mr. Squire’s side of the story. 
Monnett immediately announced that he had 
been offered $500,000 to drop the prosecution of 
the Standard Oil cases and finally named Squire 
as the man who offered the bribe. Squire came 
out and told his side of the case and did much 
to take the Standard Oil Company out of an 
embarrassing situation. Not long ago a Stand- 
ard Oil man, high in the company, called on 
him and told him the company appreciated 
what he had done and that if he ever wanted 
money for the Manhattan, the Standard was 
ready to back him to any extent.’’

The policy of the Manhattan under the new 
management is set out in a letter sent to 
agents by Manager Squire a short time ago. 
The following are extracts from it: 

‘You, of course, understand that it is our 
idea to conform to the rules and regulations 
that are laid down by the different tariff asso- 
ciations throughout the country, but we will 
not join any that will interfere with us in the 
payment of commissions on classes of business 
that we believe will bring returns to this com- 
pany, in the way of profit. 

‘*We will do no overhead writing; all business 
transacted in states, cities or towns where we 
have agents will be done through the authorized 
agent, and through him only. 

“‘As regards the lines that this company will 
assume, I will state that we have no prohibited 
list o'her than one, viz: BAD MORAL HAZARD, 
and there is no risk with a good moral hazard 
that we will not write our line on at an equita- 
ble rate 

“A risk of from 4 to 5 per cent we will write 
from $600 to $750; a risk rated from 3 to 4 per 
cent we will write from $700 to $1,900; a risk 
rated from 1 to 2 per cent, we will write from 
$1,500 to $2,500; and in no case is the Manhat- 
tan to be bound on any risks that are not thor- 
oughly equipped with automatic sprinklers for 
more than $2,500, subject to one fire. On storage 
warehouses of first-class construction we will 
make an exception and write $3,500 to $5,000." 

The company will write on sprinkled risks as 
high as $10,000 or $15,000. 

The company now has about 150 agents re- 
porting through the Squire, Hahn & App Com- 
pany. Mr. Bremer, the superintendent of 
agents at the general agency, started out last 
week and expects to place 90 agents in the next 
ten weeks, These will all be board men in 
towns where there are boards. That is the 
reason why Walter P. Dolle has not yet become 
agent at Cincinnati. Colonel Fletcher, Mr. 
Bremer and Special Agent Coe were in Cincin- 
nati a few days ago to arrange about getting 
into local board agencies. The result is that 
Dolle has applied for membership at the next 
board meeting. 

FEAR WEST VIRGINIA ASSOCIATION. 

Agents in cities and towns along the Ohio 
River in Ohio are solicitous as to the effect of 
the organization of the West Virginia Fire Un- 
derwriters-Association. While there is no indi- 
cation in the preliminary movement that the 
West Virginia agents will protect themselves 
against Ohio agents writing West Virginia 
risks, yet the Buckeye brethren believe that 
one ultimate aim of the West Virginia fratern- 
ity is to place an impenetrable bar along the 
middle of the Ohio River to guard their own 
borders. The belief is current that the West 
Virginia agents will take this matter up with 
their companies, and, as an associated body, 
will make the practice so unpopular, that com- 


panies will be compelled to forbid the Ohio 
agents writing West Virginia risks, and doubt- 
less, in time, a resident agency law will be 
passed. 

SITUATION AT GALLIPOLIS. 

Affairs at Gallipolis seem to be in fair con- 
dition. There is little complaint of rate cutting, 
the agents for the most part observing the 
tariff. The local agents of the town are com- 
plaining of the inroads of Meigs County agents 
on Gallia County business. 


LEA’ ES SQUIRE, HAHN & APP. 

It is understood that the Reading Fire’ has 
withdrawn from the Squire, Hahn & App gen- 
eral agency at Cleveland. 
tered the agency, it is said, on the stipulation 
that all its agents should be members of local 
boards.

DEMORALIZED CONDITION AT TROY. 

The fire insurance situation at Troy, O., is in 
a demoralized state. There is no board, nor even 
co-operation, among the agents. Rates are not 
observed, and agents regard each other with 
suspicion. In fact, the complimentaries pass- 
ing between agent and agent, would be out of 
form for suggestions at a ladies’ tea-party. 

Rates are anywhere from 15 per cent or more 
below Cochran’s rates. Recently a dwelling was 
written at 60 cents for five years to hold the 
business. The Piqua Club house, on which the 
old rate was $2.50, has been written at $1.25. 
Some of the agents charge all, or quite all, the 
others with responsibility for the condition. It 
is impossible to place the blame.

Neither 
agent affected seems fully to understand the 
cause of the move. ‘Squire Hawthorn has been 
anxious for some time to get a farm company to 
compete with the Ohio Farmers. He under- 
took to get the farm department of the Home, 
and appears to be surprised that he received 
more than he asked. The Green agency has

The Imperial recently cancelled 
a $2,000 policy written at 25 per cent. or $500 
annual premium on risks which formerly brought 
one per cent. for three years. W.T. Meyers, 
the Toledo submarine underwriter known to 
fame, is at Scio pulling in the shekels for the 
Druggists Mutual. It is said he has written 
several thousand dollars in premiums. The 
Druggists may get into trouble from the fact 
that it is collecting cash and not note premiums.

OHIO POLITICS INSURANCEWISE. 

THE WESTERN UNDERWRITER isin a position 
to state that Superintendent W.S. Mathews will 
within in a few days be re-appointed insurance 
superintendent of Ohio, thus continuing in the 
position which he has so well filled in the past. 
His appointment undoubtedly also entails the 
continuance in office of Deputy Slemmons and 
the employes of the department. Superintendent 
Matthews has done his duty both towards the 
public and the insurance interests, and hasshown 
that he isa man of unusual ability as well as thor- 
oughly conscientious. It just happens that his 
term expires in time to have the re-appointment 
made by Governor Bushnell. Judge Nash, the 
Republican nominee for the governorship, 
and who will probably be elected, will not have 
an opportunity to appoint an insurance super- 
intendent. 

On the other hand, Attorney General Mon- 
nett will step down and out at the expiration of 
his present term. At the last moment he deci- 
ded to enter the race for the nomination but 
was too late. The Foraker slate had Hull down 
for attorney general, and he would have been 
nominated had not Harry Daugherty, candidate 
for Governor, gone into the fight personally in 
the interests of Sheets, who was nominated. 
Sheets is considered a strong man, being ex- 
common pleas judge and a good lawyer. Hull 
represented the corporation interests which 
rely on Senator Foraker for protection. Had 
Daugherty been nominated it is understood he 
would have selected Martin Cowen, of the 
insurance firm of Cowen & Co. of Bellaire for 
insurance superintendent. He certainly would 
not have appointed W. M. Hahn, as was feared 
by the insurance interests. He is quoted as 
saying that the Hartford Life taxation case, in 
which Hahn, while superintendent, paid him 
half of some six thousand dollars due for back- 
taxes, for collecting them, gave him more trouble 
in his governorship candidacy contest than any 
other one thing. It is understood that had he 
been nominated, the Cincinnati Enquirer would 
have come out the next morning with a com- 
plete and detailed statement of the transaction, 


and it would have been made a campaign docu- 
ment.

THE NORTHERN AND CINCINNATI. 

C. A. Farnham & Co., after representing the 
Northern Assurance for nearly 20 years, have 
resigned the agency because the company would 
not retire from the non-board office of Simon 
Sturm. Some years the Farnham office gave 
the company $20,000 in premiums. Manager 
G. H. Lermit came to Cincinnati to look the

Sturm. It is understood that Manager Lermit 
believes that under the Ohio laws companies 
have no right to endeavor to enforce the mem- 
bership of their agents in any local board. For 
this reason, he refused to participate in the 
dispute between Mr, Sturm and the board. It 
is said Mr. Lermit thinks it unfair to make an 
example of Mr. Sturm while rebating is freely 
indulged in. The Northern takes the ground 
that the Cincinati situation will be problemati- 
cal until the local board or large cities com- 
mittee of the Union reduces the exorbitant rates 
of commission, which open the way for high 
commissions to solicitors, who in turn rebate to 


the assured. The Northern feels that if com- 
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missions to solicitors can be placed at 10 and 


20 per cent., or flat 15 per cent., and this rule 
lived up to, harmony will be restored.

THE DUNL&P LOSS AT COLUMBUS. 

An interesting state of affairs exists at Colum- 
bus on the Dunlap building loss. Dr. Dunlap 
had an insurance of $94,000 on his building, 
which was destroyed with the exception of one 
wall. The appraised sound value of the build- 
ing was $53,000 and the insurance loss about 
$50,500 The building was therefore overin- 
sured about $41,000. The case hangs on the 
soundness of the wall. If it is still in good con- 
dition, the Howland valued policy law will not 
apply in the case, but if it is declared unsound, 
it may be torn down and the companies will 
become liable for the face of their policies. Dr. 
Dunlap is said to have secured at least four affi- 
davits from builders and architects to the effect 
that the wall is unsound, and the companies, on 
the other hand, claim it is all right.

N. Y. UNDERWRITERS SUES W. R. HODGE. 

As anticipated in these columns some months 
ago, the New York Underwriters has sued W. 
R. Hodge, of Toledo, its former agent, for the 
$15,000 excess insurance on the Union elevator, 
which he wrote, it is alleged, contrary to the 
company's rules and instructions. The Under- 
writers had $77,000 insurance on;the elevator, 
when it had only authorized Mr. Hodge to 
write $62,000. Immediately after the fire, the 
company took up the Hodge agency and went 
to Barker, Frost & Co. The Hartford Fire, 
which owns the New York Underwriters, avers 
“that on August 27, 1898, the company was 
carrying $62,000 on the Union elevator, and 
notified the defendant, through the general 
agents, that the risk was too great and that no 
additional amount would be accepted by the 
company ; that, disregarding the instructions, 
the defendant on September 17, 1898; wrote an 
additional risk of $15,000 and neglected to men- 
tion it in his daily report; that the company 
was not informed of the risk until after the fire, 
which occurred on the evening of September 20, 
defendant immediately after the fire had started 
sending in a report; that as a result the com- 
pany had no opportunity of declining the risk, 
and therefore was compelled to pay the loss.’’ 

COLUMBUS HOTEL CONTEST. 

The contest between the Neil House and Great 
Southern Hotel for the Columbus trade of the 
special agents has become spirited, to say the 
least. The Neil House has for years been the 
‘insurance men’s hotel,’’ but on the erection 
of the Great Southern, its managers began to 
make a special drive for the insurance trade. 
Recently the Southern sent out a circular to the 
specials, using the name of a prominent field 
man, which the special agent mentioned claims 
was unauthorized by him. Manager Dun, of 
the Neil, wrote to the special agent’s manager 
about the matter, criticizing him sharply, it is 
said, without first conferring with or writing 
him. Among other things Manager Dun said 
to the special’s manager: ‘‘ But we do question 
his right, if he is still in the employ of your 
company, to act as your agent and at the same 
time act in the capacity of an agent fora hotel 
in opposition to one on whose building you carry 
insurance.’’ Some of the special agents are in- 
dignant over Manager Dun’s reference of a mat- 
ter of this kind to company headquarters, and 
criticize him sharply.

The sentiment regarding the fifteen per cent. 
agreement which is to be the main topic of 
discussion and interest at the next meeting of 
the West Virginia Fire Underwriters Association 
seems to be under-going some change and it 
now looks as though the West Virginia contin- 
gent, especially the general agents, will be in 
favor of the agreement, as some of the larger 
agency companies are now paying twenty and 
even as high as twenty five per cent. commis- 
sion for West Virginia business and to pay the 
latter rate of commission would practically 
wipe out the general agencies, or compel them 
to do business on a very small margin of profit, 
unless the companies should come to the rescue 
and alter the contracts to meet the conditions. 
On the other hand the local companies lost 
nothing by: adhering to the fifteen per cent. 
commission under the Western Union. What 
is of most vital importance to the local agent as 
well as the local companies is the maintenance 
of rates, and an equitable and systematic rating 
bureau and with that fully and permanently 
established, the few companies that would be 
willing to destroy the entire organization, 


demoralize rates, commissions and everything 
else, and destroy the agency system just to gain 
their one point will not find themselves in the 
front ranks in the various agencies throughout 
Whatever may come of the commis- 


the state. 
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sion question it is hoped by all that the rates 
will be maintained.

T. & H. T. Greer fire insurance agencies of To- 
ledo is one of the latest movements of that kind.

writers is that there are too many agents in 
Toledo, especially non-boarders. It rests with 
the companies to apply the remedy.

as have been competing for business in states 
where the rates are more than fifty per cent 
lower? 


Application has been made by John T. Smith 
for a receiver for the American Indemnity & 
Assurance Co. of East Chicago, with headquar- 
ters in Indianapolis, and Edw. W. Wickey, 
general manager, is made co-defendant. The 
complainant alleges that he carried a policy for 
$1,000 on property destroyed by fire at Heron 
Lake, Minn., and that he compromised the 
claim with Wickey for $950, but the company 
refused to honor Wickey’s order. It develops 
that the sheriff had already seized on the tangi- 
ble assets of the company in Indianapolis in 
satisfaction of a $1,000 judgment recently ren- 
dered in Cass County. 














The hearing before the judicial committee 
of the Connecticut Legislature on the bill pro- 
viding that no portion of the capital, assets or 
income of any life insurance company, shall be 
invested in or loaned on its own stock or that 
of any other insurance company carrying on the 
kind of business, is of interest. President Batter- 
son had the bill introduced to prevent the Aetna 
Life getting control of his company. He stated 
at the hearing that the Aetna had already 1,000 
shares of Travelers stock. There are 10,000 
shares altogether and he fears the Aetna is itch- 
ing for more Travelers shares. According to 
President Batterson, the Aetna might transfer 
the life and accident business to itself or liqui- 
date it, to the injury of the Travelers He 
holds that stock of one company held by 
another company, is exempt from taxation, and 
therefore the state would lose valuable revenue. 
Upon query, Mr. Batterson stated that President 
Bulkeley of the Aetna Life told him he would 
not be interfered with as far as his position was 
concerned while he lived. The Aetna people 
called attention to the fact that if such a law 
were passed it would be forced to throw on the 
market 1,C00 shares of Travelers stock. ‘‘I con- 
demn nothing that has been done,’’ said E. D. 
Robbins at the hearing, ‘‘but, to explain the 
situation I say that the purchase of those 1,000 
shares has opened the question in the minds of 
interested men whether the state allows such 
a policy. Your action will be taken as guiding 
the life insurance people as to what they may 
do. Suppose the Travelers buys up the Con- 
necticut General and the Aetna buys up the 
Travelers. Each of the two big companies can 
hold the majority stock of the other. Taxes 
would be avoided. It’s fallacious to cite the 
franchise tax in this connection. Individuals 
can't afford to offer. Then what have you got 
after these purchases? At the Travelers’ meet- 
ing, Aetna people control; at the Aetna’s 
meeting, Travelers’ control—by virtue of being 
in the saddle at the time, not by virtue of stock, 
of which the holder of proxies may hold none. 
Minority stockholders are helpless. The man- 
agement of whatever company gets ahead 
controls both companies. Such a thing might 
happen any day under the present law.”’ 

The gentleman on the other side said: 
“What’s the harm if one company controls 
another? Gentlemen, it’s a serious thing for 
minority stockholders when their company 
passes under control of another; it is a much 
more serious thing when the corporation is a 
life insurance company and the policy-holders 
are in danger. Remember the fear when that 
MacFarland crowd appeard about to get the 
Phoenix. Later that crowd wrecked a Phila- 
delphia company. Our insurance managers are 
not like that crowd. Yet there’s temptation 
for one company to get another company out of 
the way. The law should not expose anyone to 
such temptation. There’s no reason for it. 
The whole world of investment is open; other 
insurance stock is not necessary. If this com- 
mittee says stock purchasing is all right, it 
will not be long before the Connecticut General 
is taken up by another company.”’

OVERHEAD LIFE UNDERWRITING. 

One of the annoyances to which local agents 
of some life insurance companies are subjected, 
is having specials come into their territory. 
Where there is no local agent, there is, of course, 
no objection to this, but a man is sometimes 
wise in looking well into the work done by a 
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special before he makes an agency contract. 
For example, some time ago a special in a cer- 
tain Ohio county wrote some people, among 
whom were two liquor dealers with consumption 
in their families and one man who had just re- 
turned from a famous Arkansas resort, whither 
he had journeyed for his health.

had accepted. It is a notorious fact that some 
of these specials, having no reputation to make 
or lose in the community, make misrepresenta- 


tions and employ methods which bring discredit | 


upon their companies and for which the local 
agent has to suffer.

WITHDRAW FROM TWO STATES. 

Considerable interest is attaching to the an- 
nouncement that both the Iowa Life and the 
Northwestern Life Assurance Company of Chi- 
cago, have retired from Michigan. The North- 
western withdrew from Missouri some time ago 
and within the last few days the Iowa has left 
that state. The cause in all these instances is 
given that the business of the companies in 
these two states was not such as to warrant the 
expense of the examination which was demanded 
by the insurance departments of each. The 
consequence of such a course on part of the 
companies surely means that other departments 
will follow suit and exact an examination. If 
this be true, considerable embarrassment is 
likely to confront the management of these 
companies. The officers of the Northwestern 
are endeavoring to put it on a_ legal 
reserve basis which in time without doubt, 
means the consolidation of both companies. 
The post mortem assessment members of the 
Northwestern have been giving it considerable 
difficulty. President Mabie, however, is re- 
garded as a very shrewd underwriter and before 
purchasing the Northwestern had in mind all 
the complications that were likely to ensue. It 
would be suicidal to the Iowa Life if the plans 
of the Northwestern did not materialize and 
hence the general belief is that President Mabie 
and Secretary Sackett will be able to carry out 
the intentions that they have formulated. 

SHUFF PICKS THE PLUM. 

John L. Shuff of Cincinnati, the well-known 
executive special of the Union Central Life, has 
added another gem to his coronet. He distin- 
guished himself a few months ago by writing a 
$200,000 policy for F. J. Enger, the premium 
being $,081. Now another trail of light sweeps 
the heavens, and Mr. Shuff pockets a $5,990 
premium from W. M. Greene, vice president and 
general manager of the B. & O. The policy was 
for $100,000 or $165,000 on the installment plan, 
Shuff is a ‘‘cuckoo’’ with a capital ‘'C.”

THE DETROIT SITUATION.

join the board or give up the supplies. Macklem 
Bros, represent the Girard and they will prob- 
ably rather give up the company than be bound 
to the board, though board agents admit gener- 
ally that Macklem Bros. do not make a busi- 
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ness of cutting rates. The non-board agent 
representing the Firemens of Baltimore is Jas. 
A. Jones. As Jones refused to abide by the 
judgment of the club in the past he will prob- 
ably give up the company before again joining 
the board. 


The Detroit board recently called a special 
meeting to reconsider the resolutions expelling 
certain members and for other purposes. Ata 
preceding meeting E. A. Waterfall had been 
summarily dropped from the roll of member- 
ship by reason of his failure to pay fines that had 
been levied egainst him. On a motion for re- 
consideration it developed that Mr. Waterfall 
had been fined for an irregularity that was no 
irregularity at all at the time it was made, but 
only was regarded as such ata later time when 
the club passed a resolution defining an action 
of the kind of which Mr. Waterfall was adjugded 
guilty as an irregularity. So the action of the 
club was retroactive.

Considerable amusement was taken in the 
contrast in height between Manager C. Chevel- 
lier Cream of the National of Ireland and Direc- 
tor Stanley Harrington. The former is a 
veritable ‘‘tall sycamore of the Wabash,’’ while 
Mr. Harrington is considerably under size. The 
pair, however, make a clever combination. 
Several applications are going to Geo. E. 
Kendall, U. S. manager, at Hartford, Conn., 
for special and local agencies 


Commissioner Campbell states that he intends 
winding up the affairs of the Michigan Accident 
Association of Kalamazoo, an accident and sick 
benefit company organized last year, on the 
ground that it has failed to pay benefits which 
have become due. 


The Continental Assurance Co. of Detroit has 
secured the entire installment business of the 
Ohio Southern Railroad. This line was formerly 
carried by the Standard, Travelers and Con- 
tinental. There are 810 policies. The railroad 
takes this line on a commission basis, being in 
reality an agent of the Continental. Some very 
lively bids were made for the line. 


AMONG CASUALTY MEN. 


LIABILITY CONFERENCE MEETING 

The reports from the Liability Conference, 
which was held in New York last month, indi- 
cate that the sessions were very harmonious. 
On account of the ill health of President Batter- 
son of the Travelers, the conference adjourned 
to spend three days at Hartford so that Mr. 
Batterson could be present. The liability com- 
panies in the compact see that their three years’ 
labor in compiling the statistics of liability in- 
surance in this country has been of the greatest 
service, and given important information and 
results that could have been obtained in no 
other way. The managers seem to think that 
the intentions of the conference are beginning 
to be much better understood and believed in by 
the insuring public. President Stone of the 
Maryland Casualty was not present at the meet- 
ing, but previous to the assembling of the con- 
ference he had several interviews with the 
chairman, George F. Seward of the Fidelity & 
Casualty. President Stone, while expressing 
himself as believing most heartily in the method 
of conducting the business by experience data, 
could not see his way clear to allying himself 
with the compact at present unless the Frank- 
fort joined also. From the indications, Mana- 
ger Voss of the Frankfort is in no mind to join 
the compact, and never has been. At the con- 
ference some changes were discussed and made 
in the policy, and the scope was broadened 
somewhat in favor of the assured without letting 
down the bars to improper methods. The mem- 
bers present were, President Batterson and 
Judge Donovan, for the Travelers; President 
Seward, for the Fidelity & Casualty; Mr. Gaty, 
for the Union Casualty & Surety Co.; Manager 
Maybury, for the Standard; Messrs. Appleton 
and Dana, for the Employers Liability; Vice 
President Moore, for the United States Casualty, 
and Capt. A. W. Masters, for the London Guar- 
antee & Accident. Col. C. P. Ellerbe, former 
president of the Union Casualty, was present by 
invitation of Chairman Seward and stayed two 
two days. He said that in leaving liability 
circles and taking up his old profession of the 
law, he would always look back with the kind- 
est and tenderest feelings to his meetings with 
the liability association; that he could not over- 
estimate the grand benefits which had resulted 
to the company which had been built up under 
his care by sharing in the experience of the 
conference, and his one regret in leaving a diffi- 
cult and arduous field of insurance was the sev- 
ering of the deep and friendly ties with the 
members thereof. Col. Ellerbe has been a 
member of the association since its inception, 
has rendered valuable service by his thorough 
knowledge of liability law, and has been one of 
the soundest supporters of the institution. By 
his courtesy and the generosity of his nature 
he has endeared himself for all time to the 
association’s members. 

ASSESSMENT COMPANY'S NEW POLICY. 

The Commercial Mutual Accident of Phila- 
delphia, has placed on the market a new policy 
called the ‘‘Regal.”’ It sells for 319 annually 
or $5 quarterly, and contains all the benefits of 
the straight Total Disability policy with special 
features as follows: 


$30.00 per week indemnity for total disability 
(for one year) resulting from ordinary accidents. 

$50 00 per week indemnity for total disability 
(for one year) resulting from accidents occur-

left hand, $1,250; loss of one eye, $6

LONDON MAY ENTER OHIO. 

It is learned upon reliable authority that the 
London Guarantee & Accident contemplate, 
putting up the $50,000 deposit and entering 
Ohio to operate all branches of casualty busi- 
ness. Capt. A. W. Masters is the U. S. manager 
with headquarters in the Manhattan building, 
Chicago. He is a shrewd, enterprising, active 
underwriter and has pushed the London to the 
fore in this country. 


NEW AMSTERDAM BRANCHING OUT 

The New Amsterdam Casualty Company is 
now extending its operations in the West, 
Secretary Chas. T. Hopper is touring the West- 
ern field in its interest. He has appointed C. 
D. Knapp, Jr., general agent for all branches of 
the company at Chicago. Mr. Knapp was 
formerly Philadelphia manager for the London 
Guarantee & Accident. When W. T. Hoag, 
from the United States offices of the London, 
took charge of the Philadelphia branch, Mr. 
Knapp was called to Chicago by Manager Mas- 
ters. He now transfers his allegiance to the 
New Amsterdam. The company expects its 
license in Illinois at an early date. Secretary 
Hopper during his trip will appoint representa- 
tives at St. Louis, Milwaukee and other cities. 
The company has inaugurated the industrial 
accident system, following in general the 
methods of the industrial life companies. Poli- 
cies ranging from $200 to $500 are issued, the 
collections being weekly. In case of the $500 
policy for example, the weekly benefits are $5, 
and the premium amounts to 25 cents a week. 
The proportionate amounts are allowed for loss 
of anarm, leg and other members of the body. 
Risks under this system are divided into three 
general classes. The company will follow the 
old line of having superintendents, assistant 
superintendents and solicitors. Districts have 
already been laid out in Newark and Albany.

INJUNCTION IS DISSOLVED. 

Under date of June 5, Franklin J. Moore, 
formerly secretary of the New England Mutual 
Accident, but now assistant U. S. manager of 
the General Accident, writes: 


Judge Bond, of the Superior Court, to-day entered an 
order dissolving the three injunctions which were 
brought against our association to prevent the consoli- 
dation between our association and the General Acci- 
dent Assurance Corporation. I leave Boston to-morrow 
making my headquarters at Philadelphia. A great 
effort was made to show that the New England had 
failed to pay claims, but the Insurance Commissioner 
made a statement in open court that he did not know of 
a single just death or indemnity claim against the New 
England which was unpaid, neither did he know that 
there ever had been such a case. The Massachusetts 
Department made an extended examination last sum- 
mer, occupying five weeks, and a supplementary ex- 
amination two weeks ago. The attorneys for the par- 
ties who brought the injunction informed the court that 
they proposed to show that there had been misappro- 
priation of funds; not a scintilla of evidence was intro- 
duced, however, to substantiate the statements, and the 
court very properly rebuked the attorneys for making 
claims which had no foundation. We can not consider 
the removal of the injunction in any other light thana 
complete vindication of the management of the New 
England. 


CHICAGO PLATE GLASS COMPACT. 
Representatives of comovanies forming the 
Chicago Plate Glass Underwriters Association 
are gradually depositing their checks for $100 
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with the proper officials and it is believed that 


by July 1, when the compact becomes fully 
operative, matters will go along smoothly. All 
of the companies except the Fidelity and 
Casualty have agreed to the articles and the 
Chicago reprepresentative of that company has 
expressed himself as favorable. President 
Seward has stated that he will not join, but it is 
hoped he will change his mind. The association 
elected George W. Montgomery president, A. F. 
Shaw vice-president and James I. Loeb Secre- 
tary. Mr. Shaw will have charge of the plate 
glass business of the Continental of Detroit for 
Goodwin, Hall & Henshaw. The company will 
begin writing in a few days. Brokers are cir- 
culating reports, continually, of trouble in the 
ranks and of offers to write at cut rates, but 
simmered down they amount to nothing.
